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REGARDING LOCAL PRELIMINARY JUDGMENTS 


The Committee on Architecture had felt that the new policy concerning the local preliminary judgments 
was clearly set forth under Articles X and XI of the Circular of Information, but in view of the many inquir- 
ies received, it appears necessary to amplify the operation and conduct of these judgments in order to clarify 
any possible misunderstanding. 

It. In Analytique and Archaeology grades, awards received in local preliminary judgments will be ac- 
cepted, and credited by us, up to the award of a Mention and its consequent credit of one value. 

2. In Class “B’ and Class “A” projet grades, awards received in local preliminary judgments will be 
accepted, and credited by us, up to the award of a Half Mention and its consequent credit of one-half value. 

3. In consequence, no award above a Mention in Analytique and Archaeology grades, or a Half Mention 
in Class “B” and Class “A” Projet grades, may be given in local preliminary judgments. All higher awards 
will be made in Beaux-Arts Institute of Design judgments and the drawings so submitted will be credited only 
with the awards received in our judgments. 

It is therefore obvious that all drawings deemed worthy in local preliminary judgments of a First Men- 
tion award in Analytique and Archaeology grades, and a Mention or higher award in Class “B” and Class “A” 
Projet grades must be submitted to us for judgment. The Committee feels that this procedure is to the best 
interests of the students and expects its Supervisors to maintain in their local preliminary judgments, a standard 
comparable to our own. ‘The students, of course, should have no voice in the matter of the submission of their 
drawings to us for judgment as this procedure should be entirely determined by the merits of the individual 
solutions of the presented problems. 

The possibility is admitted of a few reversals of awards by our judgments over those locally granted, but 
the Committee feels such reversals to be largely the outcome of a misunderstanding of the policies involved. 
An honest adherence to the established ruling will tend to minimize their reoccurrence in the future and the 
benefits to be derived, will vastly outweigh the present temporary inconveniences.

CLASS “A” & “B” ARCHAEOLOGY II PROJET 
“A GERMAN 18TH CENTURY ISLAND PAVILION” 


By the 18th Century, the princes of the Holy 
Roman Empire had become the centers of an elaborate 
court ritual and an inflexible etiquette. Many a prince 
built himself a retreat in a remote part of the palace 
grounds where he could retire from court routine. 
These retreats varied in size from twenty-room palaces, 
such as San Souci at Potsdam and the Unterer Belve- 
dere in Vienna, to three-room pavilions and garden 
houses like the Amalienburg near Munich. Some serve 
as an objective for a long drive, an excursion by barge 
on long formal canals, and others could be reached by 
a short walk from the main palace. For their design 
and execution the finest architects, the most skilled 
craftsmen and greatest sculptors and painters of the 
Baroque period were employed; no materials were too 
precious, and no elaboration too intricate. The ele- 
ments of classic architecture and accessory painting, 
sculpture, and ornament were nowhere used with more 
purely decorative intention or greater freedom of design. 

The subject of this program is a pavilion of one room 
and a garden in the German Baroque or Rococo style. 
A long canal bordered with beech and sycamore trees 
terminates in a small natural lake, toward the center 
of which is a grassy island. The ground is roughly 
an oval of 60 by 100 feet and rises gently on all sides 
to an elevation of 10 to 15 feet above the water. Two 
large sycamore or beech trees grow near the shore of 
the island, but its slopes are otherwise grassy and bare 
in contrast to the thickly wooded margins of the lake. 

The pavilion may be any shape in plan but the eleva- 
tion as seen from the long canal must present an inter- 
esting silhouette. The single room is intended for the 
enjoyment of music, conversation and games. One or 
more large porcelain stoves provide for the heating. 

The military, the musical, the literary, and even the 
frivolous aspects of living should contribute the details 
of decoration, but every element must be handled 
lightly, and contribute to a total gayety of effect. 

Beside the examples already cited, fine examples of 
the style are at Schoenbrunn, Salzburg, Wurzburg, 
Bruhl, Bayreuth, Pommersfelden, Fulda and Dresden. 

Bueevers of the period who give it copious illus- 
tration are Paulus Decker the Elder, Salomon Kleiner 
and Bibiena. 

Modern books dealing with the period are: German 
Baroque Art by Sitwell, Barok Kunst by Weisbach, 
Die Architektur der Barok and Rokoko by Popp, and 
Historic Interiors fn Color.

““\ MEMORIAL FOUNTAIN” 


In a small public park at the intersection of two 
broad walks which cross each other, is a circular space 
forty feet in diameter and it is proposed that in the 
center of this circular space there shall be erected a 
memorial fountain, dedicated to the memory of a dis- 
tinguished citizen of the town. 

This fountain is to consist of a shallow bowl nine 
feet in diameter which shall be supported by three 
figures, the whole to be mounted on a suitable base 
which shall in turn stand in the center of a pool twenty 
feet in diameter. The pool to be surrounded by a well 
designed coping, twelve inches high. 

The fountain is to be made entirely of stone and 
there is to be a single jet of water in the center of the 
bowl and the water from this bowl shall overflow into 
the pool from four distinct spots in the rim. 

These spots can be simple lips placed at regular in- 
tervals or they can be decorated with heads or other 
suitable ornaments. 

The coping surrounding the pool should be so de- 
signed that there shall be a space for an inscription 
which shall run around the entire circumference of 
the coping.

“GRAND STAND FOR RACE TRACK” 


It is proposed to build a grand stand facing a race 
track, on a County Fair Grounds. The grand stand 
will contain on the ground level accommodations for 
ticket booths, comfort stations, offices for administra- 
tions and stairs or ramps leading to the upper level 
where seating for 3,500 persons must be provided. In 
addition, one transverse passage will be required, on 
the ground level for public entrance, control and cir- 
culation.
